GENERAL REMARKS: 



Office Action D maintained the Office Action C rejection of claims 2-5 and 7-18 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by Laflaquiere. Claim 6 was objected to as dependent on 
rejected claims (specifically, claims 2, 3, and 4) but allowed pending re-writing as an 
independent claim. 

In the present Amendment D, Applicant has cancelled claims 2-5 and 7-18. Claim 6 has 
been re-drafted as an independent claim. Claims 19 and 20 were accepted in Office 
Action D and have not been changed. Applicant therefore submits that claims 6, 19, and 
20 are now in condition for allowance, and requests same.
